One  of  the  most  outstanding  contributions  that  any  AluiTJia 
can  make  to  her  Alma  iv.at^r  is  to  encourage  students  with 
outstanding  trilents. ,  personality,  and  good  scholastic  re- 
cords to  attend  her  Alma  liati^r. 

Application  for  admission  to  Mary  ¥ashin^-'ton  for  the  1940- 
41  session  bcjgan  as  early  as  January  1939,   Ilany  applica- 
tions have  been  received  to  date,  and  for  the  last  several 
years  the  institution  has  be^n  compelled  to  refuse  admission 
to  almost  as  many  students  as  it  h'...s  accepted  bocaus^  of 
limited  dormitory  spaces.   The  College  selects  for  adrdssion 
preferably  students  in  the  upper  half  of  their  gradu'.ting 
cl.asscs  v/ho  hav^  been  recomiii.ended  by  their  principals  as 
having  outstanding  personalities,  talents,  good  character, 
and  earnestness  of  purpose • 

The  total  net  enrollmient  for  1939-40  was  1,828  with  1,E82 
enrolled  for  the  general  session.   Thirty-six  states  ^-nd 
countries  are  represented  in  the  student  body. 

Four-year  curricula  leading  to  both  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
and  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  arc  provided  for  students 
seeking  a  broad  general  education  in  the  arts  and  sciences; 
four-year  courses  in  Ccriimercial  Education,  Dietetics,  Homo 
Economics,  llusic,  Health  and  Physical  Education,  and  Labor- 
atory Tti^chnique  are  offered  for  students  wishing  to  spe- 
cialize in  these  fields;  and,  for  those  who  expect  to  teach, 
the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  and  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Education  are  provided.   The  faculty  and  staff 
consist  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  men  and  vv'omen,  includ- 
ing the  supervisors  in  the  City  of  Fredericksburg  and  parti- 
cipating supervisors  and  teachc^rs  in  jDooperating  schools  in 
the  apprentice  tei:.ching  program.   The  Collegb  property-- 
grcunds,  buildings  and  equipment--is  valued  at  m.ore  than 
three  million  dollars.   Truly  v,e  have  a  v/onderful  Alma  Mater, 
and  a  student  should  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  attending  Ivlary  Washington  College.   Catalogs 
will  be  mailed  to  interested  prospective  students  on  request.
